The 
prince was confident that anarchy must have 
jnsued had he refused the offer, aud wa< 
n -t anxious that bis motives should not be 
misunderstood. He bad several interviews 
with Messrs. Trotter and Fawcett and in- 
trusted to them message* for the foreign am- 
bassadors, the Grand Virier and the Sultan, 
jxplaining his action and his views of the 
situation, and giving assurances that 
Turkey would lose nothing by recognizing 
the fait accompli. He added that be would 
always remain a faithful vassal, strictly 
jbm.rving existing obligations. 

The prince declared that be had thrown 
bis lot with the Bulgarian nationalists, and 
that he could not leave them now If he d» 
iired, and he said tfcat If it becomes neces 
•ary he wiU flght at their head. Maj. Tro, 
Ur, who knows the prince well, says that be 
possesses fine soldiery qualities, and tuu 
moreover, considerable military experience 
which he gained on the staff of Gen. Uourko 
luring tUe late war. Maj. Trotter thinks 
highly of the Bulgarian army. He was 
pn seut at the recent manoeuvres at Sinuate. 
Their soldiers have been well drilled, and 
have a good fighting look. The withdrawal 
of the Russian officers would, however, have 
a damaging effect upon tlieir efficiency. 
Maj . Trotter was informed that Orders ar- 
rived prohibiting the Russian officers from 
participating in the present moveineut 

Mr. Fawcett reached Philippopolis from 
Sofia, Major Trotter from Shumla. Both 
were detained until the arrival of Prince 
Alexander, although they were allowed to 
more about tbe town freely under the super- 
vision of the police. They saw Gabriel Pa- 
sha paraded through the street* in an open 
carriage, in company with an extravagantly 
dressed woman, who sat by his side brand- 
ishing a naked sword. This woman, known 
as the Queen of Bulgaria, Is the unfortunate 
lady who, at Otlukichi, during the Bulgar- 
ian revolution, was so shockingly treated 
when she was handed over to the Turkish 
soldiery as a punishment for having em- 
broidered revolutionary banners. 

The insulting treatment of Gabriel Pacha 
was the only bad feature about the manner 
in which the government was overturned. 
The deposed governor general was left in a 
village but without food for several hours. 
The first act of Prluce Alexander 
send orders to treat him with the greatest 
respect He is now comfortably lodged at 
Sofia, in tho prince's own palace. Messrs. 
Fawcett and Trotter said that the move- 
" »d been almost bloodless, the only 
persons killed being tho postmaster of the 
late goveruinout, who resisted arrest, aud u 
uilitury commandant who was bayoneted 
by a gendarme. 
This movement owed its remarkulile suc- 
sss to the revolutionary agent, Dr Htrusky, 
very intelliguut man, formerly a doctor in 
the Turkish army aud a member of the 
government until the advent of Major Nic 
iuieff, who is now the chief of the Roumo- 
liun militia. Dr. Strnusky headed a com- 
mittee formed among the reserves, which be 
intended to use to overawe the militia. A 
Prussian military attache harangued the 
troops surrounding the government house, 
;rderiug th in in tho name of the czar to 
iispers., to their homes. He kept at this 
until ... himself was ordered to desist from 
bis threatening language by Major Nico- 
tsJeff. 

Tho Turkish and Bulgarian forces are 
:>otb in echelon along the frontier. I'he Bul- 
garians keep well within their own terri- 
tory. The strictest orders have been re- 
ceived on eayh side to make no movement 
»d viin-.<, but only to repel ■Meok Tins 
very like the recent situation on the 
Afghan frontier.

that tiiey would make no eil'nrt i<, 
observe his military position*. They were

the Turks. The recreant escort having carried 
iff tho driver, Maj. Trotter mounted on tho 
box and drove the carriago on, following the 
course of the Maritza as a guide. He es- 
iped all the Turkish vedettes until right 
within the lines, where he found tbe military 
authorities of Adrianople making every pre- 
paration in anticipation of an order to ad- 
vance. Three thousand men are now con- 
centrated about Mustapha Pacha. The 
damage to the railway is not very great and 
;an easily be repaired. One span only over 
the Maritta river is destroyed. 

According to Mr. Fawcett, popular en- 
thusiast* favors the revolt, which waa 
evoked by the promise to abolish all taxes. 
A terrible panic has prevailed on the Bourse 
here for the last few days, and fear* were 
entertained of a general crash. People are 
now recovering their heads, a* it is becom- 
ing apparent that this Bulgarian business 
was not started by Russia. Tho sultau ba* 
been wavering between a diplomatic settle- 
ment and a bloody war. At one moment 
he would be ordering an advance without 
delay. The next moment he would seek 



fresh counsel from the foreign officers of the 
imperial service. Von der Goltt was sum- 
moned to the palace, and laft under the im- 
pression that his views bad prevailed and 
that orders would be sent to attack the Bul- 
garians. Three hours after ward a change 
in tbe ministry waa announced. This it the 
rtrongest indication possible that the sultan 
rtill prefer* to settle this matter by diplo- 

TheolJ ministry was almost unanimous 
for war. The new is composed for the most 
part of men known for their weakness of 
character, who would think twice before 
facing the responsibilities of warlike action. 
There is reason to believe that the sultan i* 
sustained in his pacific desires by Russian 
assurau. es that there shall be a return to 
the status quo. Very strong feeling is man- 
ifest among the Turks at the governments 
inaction, and there Is ominous grumbling 
among the military, who are smart! jg under 
•heir recent lusulta.

THE CH INESE PR OBLEM.

Omaha, Neb., Sept 30.— The formal an- 
swer of the Knights of Labor to the recent 
manifesto of Manager Colloway of the Un- 
ion Pacific has been received. It is signed 
by the executive committee of the Union 
Pacific employee*. The answer charges 
h(m with trying to mislead, the public. It 
accuses him of making misstatements and 
of championing the cause of the Chinese. It 
charge* him with having knowledge of the 
fact that the contractor and tho superinten- 
dent of the coal department were apprised 
of tbe grievances that existed at Rock 
Springs, and that instead of trying to re- 
dress the same, they added to them. The 
Knight* emphatically state that they abbor 
the action taken by the miners as much as 
any one. They inform the Union Pacific 
that as it can get aU the white labor it re- 
quires from citizen* from the country there 
is no excuse for the retention of the Chinese. 

"We sre law-abiding citizens," say they, 
"and we moan to remain so nntil our rights 
are jeopardize.! Then the first law of na- 
ture will guide us. A petition asking the 
Union Pacific directors to remove the Chi- 
nese from the company's employ is now 
being circulated in Omaha and along the 
entire road for the signature of cititens as 
well as employers"

Indications that the industrial condi- 
tion of the country is improving come 
from various quarters, and give encour- 
agement to the belief that the long peri- 
od of depression is nearly at an end. One 
of the remarkable things about that peri 
od is that, while at different times there 
has been more or less close approxima- 
tion to a state of panic such as o 
whelmed the country in 1877, each suc- 
ceeding point of danger has been passed 
without a crash. The providential re 
rence of splendid crops haa rendered this 
escape from repeated dangers possible 
but even in spite of this, disaster could 
scarcely have been avoided but for the 
wise prudence of the classes who are able 
to influence and direct business enter- 
prises. There baa been, of course, over- 
production in some lines and hazardous 
speculation in others, but the great body 
of the men engaged in manufacturing 
merchandizing, profiting by the unpleas- 
ant experiences that followed the flush 
times at the close of the war, have held 
their affairs so well in hand that every 
unfavorable turn in the situation found 
them prepared. Depression and dulnesa 
have forced many of the weak and in- 
prudent out of the field, while the 
stronger men who read the warning sig- 
nals and heeded them, still live to profit 
by the "good time coming." 

Among the evidences of revivification 
in the manufacturing field, there have 
been several announcements of the re- 
lighting of long-extinguished fires in 
some of the Pennsylvania furnaces ; and 
our late dispatches announced that one 
of the great mills in Lawrence, Mass., 
which has been idle for a year, will im- 
mediately resume work, with a force of 
nearly 3,000 hands. These occurrences 
might be only of local interest but for 
the fact that they are direct in conse- 
quence of an improved and encouraged 
teeling, which is beginning to pervade 
the whole country. As evidences of the 
existence of such improvement and in- 
creased confidence, they are important 
and valuable.— [Chicago Sun. 

Gbnkral A. E. Cakman, of New York, 
through hii attorney, Judge Buckner, of 
Louisville, has instituted suit (or $10,000 
against John Thompson, Mr. Atherton, 
of Louisville, Mr. Stagg, of Lexington, 
and Mr. Levy, of Cincinnati.
